THE INDIAN TARIFF (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1956 
No 64 OF 1956 

[30th November, 1956] 

An Act further to amend the Indian Tariff Ad, 1934. 

Be it enacted by Parliament In the Seventh Year of the Republic 
of India as follows;— 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Indian Tariff (Amendment)

(x) in Items Nos. 82 (3) and 85 (c), in the last column headed 
“Duration of protective rates of duty”, for the word, figures and 
letters “December 31st, 1956”, wherever they f^ccur, the word, 
figures and letters “December 31st, 1959” shall be substituted.

1. This Act may be called the Abducted Persons (Recovery and 
Restoration) Continuance Act, 1950. 

2. In sub-section (3) of section 1 of the Abducted Persons 
(Recovery and Restoration) Act, 1949, for the words and figures 
“30th day of November, 1950”, the words and figures "30th day of 
November, 1957” shall be substituted.
